Rebel Veteran 
Is 108 Years 
O f Age Today 


FORT BLACKMORE. Va.

“ G eneral” John B. Sailing, one of 
three surviving Confederate veter­ 
ans of the Civil War, celebrated his 
108 th birthday today . 
Despite a crippling hip injury 
1 suffered last fall. Sailing was look- j 
ing forward to visits from repre- 
j 
sed a tive s of a number of organi­ 
zations, an annual event that seems 
to give him the zest necessary to 
reach another milestone. 
Sailing, a notable in these parts 
for any y ears, is a slim old gent- 
J 
leman with a remarkable head of 
jet-black hair—rarely seen because 
he seldom takes his hat off. 
The “ General” title is just hon­ 
orary . Actually his Civil War serv­ 
ice w as spent in digging saltpetre, 
a crude form of potassium nitrate 
used in making gunpowder, for the 
Confederacy . 
Some have scoffed at his claim 
of being a veteran of the war that 
split the nation asunder. But Sail­ 
ing was a soldier, he’ll tell y ou 
vehemently , 
“ I served in A Company com­ 
manded by Capt. Lon Collins, dig­ 
ging saltpetre for 
General 
Lee, 
and I won t never forget it.” 
Carefully preserved are memen­ 
tos of three Confederate reunions 
he has attended. 
Sailing, who can’t read or write 
and doesn’t hear very well, never-1 
theless is alert. 
He wears an “ I Like Ike” button 
because the 
President 
‘brought 
our boy s home from Korea.” His 
kinfolk are all Democrats.

That problem is confronted in a 
new study on paper for printing 
sponsored by two United Nations 
agencies, the United Nations Edu­ 
cational, Scientific and Cultural or­ 
ganization and the Food and Agri­ 
cultural organization. 
Looming shortages in printing 
papers are attributed in this report 
to that 25-million-a-year popula­ 
tion rise, to higher living stand­ 
ards that increase each person's 
consumption of paper, to industrial 
development resulting in vastly in­ 
creased production of paper prod­ 
ucts, and to inadequate reforesta­ 
tion to replace timber cut for lum­

Despite advances in education, 
world illiteracy is still estimated 
at about 70 per cent. Asia, Africa 
and South America have the bulk 
of it. Expanding readership poten­ 
tialities of these continents are ex­ 
emplified by Singapore. 
In 1935, Singapore had only one 
daily newspaper, an English lan­ 
guage publication with 5,000 circu­ 
lation. Today this paper has a cir­ 
culation of 53,000 and there are 15 
other dailies printed in five lan­ 


guages, one with 50,000 and an­ 
other with 30,000 circulation.

SO M E p e o p le c a n n o t s to p 
smoking to save their lives. The 
physician is often faced with the 
problem of th e p a tie n t who 
should stop smoking due to vari­ 
ous types of lung or h e a rt dis­ 
orders. Many of these persons 
find difficulty in giving up the 
habit. 
Numberless methods have been 
devised to help them stop. The 
simplest, of course, is plain will 
power. However, as with other 
types of addiction, this is very 
difficult. 
A New Method? 
Quite by accident, a new m e th ­ 
od has been discovered. 
Physicians had been using a 
medicated lozenge to curb the ap ­ 
petite of certain patients who 
were overweight. It was noted 
th a t m any of these persons were 
smoking less while using them . 
T h e se m e d ic a te d lozenges r e ­ 
duced the urge to smoke in up to 
77 percent of the people on whom 
they were tried. M any of these 
same persons had tried previ­ 
ously to control their smoking, 
w ithout success. 
Curbing Desire tor a Smoke 
The craving for a cigarette is 
undoubtedly associated with the 
taste appeal as well as the after 
ta ste or tobacco h a n g o v e r of 


smoking itself. The lozenges curb 
this taste. 
Many other people smoke be­ 
cause of the desire to have some­ 
thing in their mouth, due to some 
form of nervousness. This is the 
reason why people ea t m ore 
whenever they stop smoking. 
Sucking these lozenges not only 
puts something in the mouth but 
also acts as a curb on the desire 
I for both food and cigarettes. 
The lozenges are made of an 
anesthetic drug known as benzo- 
j caine. They are flavored with & 
I s y n th e th ^ u g a r known as sac­ 
charin and contain various fla­ 
voring substances. The drug is 
entirely safe for use. 
The lozenges are used by plac­ 
ing them on the tongue and let­ 
ting them dissolve every time 
there is a desire to smoke. Usually 
the person takes about six loz­ 
enge.^ daily, an d can start using 
j them again if the desire for 
smoking returns, once the habit 
has supposedly been stopped. Of 
course, this drug should only be 
used under the directions of a 
physician.

By the end of 195 1, also, it had 
become apparent that we really

Success Secondary To Family

ick Bickel got paid $7 for a single 
day ’s work in a silent mov ie.

“ The 45 0 Protestant chu rch-re­ 
lated colleges anc}, u niv ersities tak­ 
ing part in the conv ocation enjoy 
freedom from the fears that threat­ 
en many other ty pes of edu cational 
institu tions,” said Dr. Gross, ex ­ 
ecu tiv e secretary , div ision of edu ­ 
cational 
institu tions, 
Methodist 
Chu rch, who will preside

Cou ncil of Chu rches of Christ in 
the U. S. A. throu gh its commis­ 
sion on Christian Higher E du ca­ 
tion.

The gerald in today's issue of. 
fers tho second and final sec tion 
of a story tracing the laboratory 
history of “ Mylar” , new plastic­ 
like film developed by the Du 
Font Co. The two part account 
was taken from a recent address 
by Emory Ridlon. who will be in 
charge of the big Du Font plant 
here when the unit begins p r o 
during “ Mylar” later this year. 
The scientific story of the new 
film is being brought to The H er­ 
ald’s readers because of the im­ 
portant role “ Mylar” is certain 
to 
play 
in 
the 
com munity’s 
growth through the future. 
In the first section of this ac­ 
count, Ridlon brought the story 
of “ Mylar” up to that period in 
which Du Font began to consider 
seriously the plant site at Circle­ 
ville. In today’s portion of 
the 
story, he lists a few of the pur­ 
poses held in view for the new 
product. His story resum es as 
follows:

We had kept “ M ylar” Polyester 
film more or less under vv r a ps 
through 1951, first, 
because 
we 
didn’t want to get so far out on a 
limb that we might be swamped 
with requests for rn a t e r i a I we ; 
couldn’t supply. 
But by the end of the year the j 
field tests continued to be favo r-j 
able; we were getting more 
pro­ 
duction out of the semi-works; and 
so m any samples were being tested 
by so m any manufacturers that we 
couldn’t keep it secret much longer 
even if we wanted to.

IN A WAY, this did make life 
m ore difficult for our sales devel­

By the end of 1951, also, it had 
become apparent that we really 
had something—a product 
t h a t 
probably would be worthy of full- 
scale commercial development. 
So, at the end of the year, the 
com pany’s 
Executive Committee 
authorized partial design and prep­ 
aration of a construction cost esti­ 
m ate for a plant at this site. 
(At this point in his address, 
Ridlon described the subsequent 
steps leading up to Du Pont’s de­ 
cision to make the investment at 
Circleville. He told how $3 mil­ 
lion was spent to develop 
t h e 
‘ product itself and the information 
to design plant-scale process and 
equipment for its manufacture. 
Then came the next step—mov­ 
ing ahead with construction 
of

mentioned the electrical field, in­ 
dustrial tapes, and sound recording 
tapes.

Frederick March Explains W hy 


Success Secondary To Family

NEW YORK UFI — In 
1920 a 
young bank teller named Freder­ 
ick Bickel got paid $7 for a single 
day’s work in a silent movie. 
Overwhelmed at this vista of 
sudden wealth, Bickel decided he 
was tired of counting other peo­ 
ple's money and went adventur­ 
ing into the world of the theater. 
Some of the other tellers nat­ 
urally thought Bickel w!as crazy 
to give up a nice warm job in a 
cage for an actor’s hungry free­ 
dom. But in this case the bank­ 
ing world lost a handsome tell­ 
er—and gained an 
even 
more 
handsome depositor. 
By 1937 Frederick Bickel was 
known by sight to more people 
than J. P. Morgan—under 
the 
name of Frederic March. A. U.S. 
Treasury Department report that 
year listed him as having the na­ 
tion’s fifth largest 
earned 
in­ 
come—$484,687. 
Today March, a 
veteran 
of 
some 50 plays and 58 motion pic­ 
tures, 
is 
still 
handsome 
and 
youthful looking. But he and his 
equally talented wife, Florence 
Eldridge, 
have 
taken 
a 
long 
hard look at the years behind, 
and the years ahead and decid­ 
ed the rest of the journey should 
be more relaxing. 
They’ve had plenty of fun along 
the way and brought up two chil­ 
dren, but they worked hard for 
both money and fame. 
“ We have no long term goals 
left now',” M arch said. “ We’re 
tapering off.

denominations 
I with which these colleges are re­ 
lated. 
“ The 450 Protestant church-re­ 
lated colleges anc^ universities ta k - 1 
ing part in the convocation enjoy 
freedom from the fears that threat­ 
en many other types of educational 
institutions,” said Dr. Gross, ex­ 
ecutive secretary, division of edu- I 
cational 
institutions, 
Methodist 
Church, who will preside 
at 
the 
convocation called by the National 
Council of Churches of Christ in 
the U. S. A. through its commis- J 
sion on Christian Higher E duca­ 
tion. 
“ No one can say to faculty or 
student, ‘You are not perm itted to 
think along this line or that.’ They 
have freedom from thought control 
and freedom to express their re ­ 
ligious interests in their entire edu- j 
cational program .” 
To demonstrate to the education- i 
a1 world and to our free society 
the continuing import of the P ro f-1 
estant Christian college and univer­ 
sity is one of the chief purposes 
of the convocation. In bringing the 
cplleges together for the first time, 
the convocation will also permit 
them to see their common strength 
and to act upon them together. 
The significance of the Christian 
college and of its 
graduates 
to 
Christianity, to the life of the na­ 
tion and of the world will be ex­ 
amined. with such aspects as sci­ 
entific developments, industry, bus­ 
iness, labor and government con­ 
sidered in their relation to Christ­ 
ian education.
